CEREMONY IS POPE  PIUS'  FIRST

Qnly He and the Cardinals Ave Pres-

ent, bat Pablle s to Par-
tieipate In p-u‘-y--
Honors,

ROME, 'Nov. 8.—The firsl secret con-
Sistory of the new pontiff was held today,
No American cardifinl wus appointed. Bev-
eral appointments of archblshops and biah-
ope were made, Including that of Rev. J. J.
Harty as archbishop of Mania, P. L, who,
A8 an exceptional privilege, received the
palllum at an extran consistory when he
cams to Rome for coneecration,

Reav. Pedro Gomzales y Estraoda was ap-
pointed bishop of Havana and Ht. Rev
Maximiilian Reynoso y Delcoral, formerly
bishop of Tulansingo, Mex., was appointed
ttulur bishop of Nocesarea.

The Inhabltants of this coity had been
looking forward with unusunl interest to
the conslstory principally becomuse it was
the first to be held by Plus X. The mest-

pE of the cardinala, however, was qulte
simpls and private, the pomp and cere-
mony of tha Vatlean court being reserved
for the public consistory which will be held
Thursday. Only the pope and the cardl-
nals were present today, The latter, ne-
ecording to custom, gathered early In an
ante-chamber, noar the hall of the eonsis-
tory, from which they passed Into the lat-
ter place, the many papal guards in at-
tendance rendering the honors. The eardl-
nals took thelr places according to preqe-
dence. The pontiff rosa at his usual hour
and after a private mass he partook of a
cup of coffes and went for a brisk walk
in the third loggia, returning In time to
dress for the ceremony at 11

With Pomp and Sclemnlty.

The pontiff walked from his apartment,
acoompanied only by the personages in im-
madiate attendance upon him. As he en-
tered the hall of the consistory the plcture
produced waa very striking, the red gowns
of the cardipals and the white robes and
gold and red mantles of the pope giving a
pleasing coloring to the scene. The com-
manding sppearance of the pontif was
rsomewhat softened by his sllvery halr, un-
der which his blue eyes gleamed with
pleasure and friendliness. He wore the full
pontifioal rotice ch pre only used at a
S gt e sl

When the pope had seatod himself on the
throne all thoss present, one by one, pald
him homage, after which the master of
ceremonibs onlled upon all but those au-
thoriged to take part In the consistory to
leave the hall, which was dons. When the
doors had been clowed and a guard had
been ststioned before them, outside, Pope
Plus intoned & prayer. Cardinal Oregiim,
doan of the smored college, then stood up
and in & fow words thanked the pontiff for
having put aside his private preferences
and aceptled the burden of the church. The
pope replisd In an allecution which re-
ceaived universal approbation.

Bishop Waldon =ajd In the south the white
people held their conferences apart from
the negro and that the negro conferences
were conducted with as much dignity as
wera those of the white people

Rizshop Hamiiton told that the negro ochil-
dren were being tralned along industrial
lines. He sald forty yearn ago the negro
dll not own a foot of land, while today
many of them wers paying large taxes.
Huo Indorse the course of Preaident Roome-
